The origin of the Institution which 
nas come to be know n as the O klaho­ 
ma School for the Blind is to be as­ 
sociated with the nam e of Miss L u r a 
.v. Row land now Airs. Lura A. bowrev. 
v brief sketch of the school's history 
vvill bear out this statem ent and may 
oe otherw ise of in terest to the peo­ 
ple of the state. 


Alias Lura A. Rowland, a g rad u ate 
of the A rk a n sas school for the blind, 
undertook in the year 1897 the estab ­ 
lishm ent ol a school for the blind in 
the Indian T errito ry . T he school was 
organized, having a Board of D irec­ 
tors, and v\as know n as the In te rn a ­ 
tional School for the Blind. Miss Row­ 
land traveled extensively in the T er­ 
ritory and by various m eans secured 
funds with which to equop a building 
tor form al opening.

I bel(* were in all eleven term s, com ­ 
prising each t rom six weeks to nine 
m onths duration. The school, being a 
private institution, was supported by 
private and public subscription.

national assemblage

republican national gathering. But the 
democratic party surpasses the re­ 
publican in age much more than this 
difference would indicate. Born in the 
bauk controversy of 1791, christened 
bv Jefferson, its founder, in 1792, and 
st lengthened in the division among 
the people which Washington’s neu­ 
trality proclamation at the beginning 
of the Anglo-French 
war 
in 
1793 
caused, the democratic party passed 
its centennial mark more than a tit*, 
cade ago. 
But the history of the party’s con­ 
ventions dates back only to 1832, in 
which year (he national delegate con­ 
vention method of nominating candi­ 
dates for president and vice president 
was adopted. The first national dem­ 
ocratic convention was held on May 
12. 1832, at Baltimore, and adopted 
two rules which have guided the ac­ 
tions of all subsequent conventions. 
One of these provided that the dele­ 
gates, when so instructed, should cast 
the votes of their states as a 
unit,, 
and the 
other 
that 
no 
candidate 
should be nominated without a two 
thirds’ majority. Andrew Jackson was 
nominated for president and Martin 
Yan Buren for vice president, They 
were elected. 


I he 
second 
national 
democratic 
convention met on May 25, 1836, also 
ar Baltimore, and nominated Martin 
Van Buren for president and Richard 
M. Johnson for vice 
president.

war, and its leading ideas have reap-

the

convention again assembled in Balti­ 
more. 
Van Flu req had a majority of 
the instructed delegates for his nom 
ination. James K. Polk was a candi­ 
date for vice president. Unfortunate­ 
ly for Van Burin he was not on the 
popular side in regards to the burn­ 
up question of 
the 
annexation 
of 
i exas. 
Again tin* two-thirds rule was 
introduced, anil assured Van Buren s 
defeat. After a three days’ struggle 
the nomination was given to Polk. 
In the convention of 1S4S, also in 
Baltimore, took place the first of the 
great “walk-outs" in Democratic na­ 
tional assemblages, the others being 
in 1860 and 1896. The party in New 
Vork was divided into 
two 
hostile 
faction*. 
The national convention at­ 
tempted to patch up a truce between 
them by admitting the delegations 
vt hich each chose, allowing each to 
cast half the votes. 
The result was 
that the faction w'hose choice was de­ 
feated indignantly withdrew from the 
convention. Lewis Cass of Michigan 
was named for President and William 
CX, Butler of Kentucky for vice pres­ 
ident. 
This ticket was defeated by 
Taylor and Fillmore. Whigs. 
Franklin Pierce of Yew' Hampshire*. 
a 
dark horse 
whose name had not 
been publicly mentioned as a candi­ 
date, won the presidential nomination 
at the national democratic convention 
held in Baltimore in 1S52. William B. 
King of Alabama was nominated for 
vice president, but did not live to fill 
the office. 
The convention which met at Cin- 
cinati, on June 2, 1856, 
lasted 
four 
lays and resulted in the nomination 
of James Buchanan of Pennsylvania 
for president and John 
C. 
Breckin­ 
ridge of Kentucky for vice president. 
The most fateful convention which 
was ever held in the 
United 
States 
was that which opened at Charleston, 
3. CL on April 23, i860, which last­ 
ed ten days and took 57 unavailing 
ba’lots, and which split the party Into 
9 northern and southern section, each 
of which had a separate convention 
in another place and put up a ticket 
of its own. One faction named Ste­ 
phen A. Douglas of Illinois and Her- 
schel V. Johnson of Georgia, while the 
other nominated John C. Breckinridge 
of Kentucky and 
Joseph 
Lane 
of 
Oregon. Both were defeated 
at 
the 
polls by Abraham Lincoln and Hanni­ 
bal 'Hamlin, republicans. 
The main purpose for holding the 
democratic national convention which 
met in Chicago on August 30, 1864, 
was to prevent the party organiza­ 
tion from going wholly to pieces. IE© 
convention adopted a platform which 
declared the war a failure and nom! 
nated Gen. George B. McClellan of 
New Jersey for president and George
